Section 1. DEPARTMENT OF HUMAN SERVICES — DIRECTIVE

: d. The qualifying hospital shall retain one hundred percent

| e. The city or county providing the nonfederal share funds
;éshall annually document and certify that the funds provided

éas the nonfederal share were generated from tax proceeds, and
fnot from any other source including federal grants or another
 federal funding source.

i f. The applicable federal matching rate for the fiscal year
3shall apply.

| 4. The department shall amend the medical assistance state
. plan as necessary to implement this directive. The state plan
ishall identify the specific source and amount of city or county
éfunds that will be provided as the nonfederal share funds for
:the gualifying hospital.

i 5. Implementation of this section is contingent upon
receipt of approval from the centers for Medicare and Medicaid
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i services of the United States department of health and human
